Cost of Fires 


In U.S. in '58 


Is Detailed 


BOSTON (AP)—Nearly two mil­ 
lion fires cost the Un ited States 
some 11,500 liv es, IV* billio n d o l­ 
lars in money loss an d a n ew high 
in the destruction o f ho mes in 
1958, the Natio n al Fire Pro tectio n 
Assn., reported. 
The ov er all p ro p erty lo ss was 
a little less than that o f the y ear 
before. The asso ciatio n n o ted the 
approx imate 1,994.000 fires lo gged 
represented a red u ctio n o f 3 2,000 
from 1957 and a d eclin e o f $1,100,- 
000 in losses. 
Bu t, 
while 
to tal 
lo sses 
were 
checked slightly , the rep o rt said , 
“ more American ho mes wen t u p 
in smoke than ev er befo re in his­ 
tory .” 
The record shows fire d estro y ed 
or damaged 558.000 
d wellin gs’ in 
1958. causing a lo ss o f abo u t 3 09 
million d o l l a r s .

are 
being 
written this way . 
“ The only sin today , in aca­ 
demic circles, is hav ing a par­ 
tially closed mind. Yet disagree 
with a professor ov er some mi­ 
nor point of his pet theory , and 
y ou end up with an *F\ This is 
also confusing. What did y ou go 
to college for? To learn some­ 
thing, or to learn how to think? 
Ask any honest looking student 
of today and he will answer that 
his only interest in s c h ool is 
passing the nex t test, no matter 
how much of a hy pocrite he has 
to be to do so. Tough life, isn’t 
it? ” . 
This complaint I hear on all 
sides. An “A” student got a “ D” 
on a test because she did not ac­ 
cept her instructor’s point of 
v iew on a 
matter concerning 
which her father is a well-known 
ex pert. The instructor is not and 
could not be ex pert, but the in­ 
structor had the job and could 
do the marking. In my opinion, 
that instructor was a fool, 
I was talking to a y oung lady 
who was say ing things that she 
did not believ e to be true. I 
asked her why . 
She replied that she did not 
dare get mix ed up because if she 
did not parrot her professor she 
would get a bad mark. I sug­ 
gested 
s om e 
well-established 
reading to another student; she 
replied that ou t s i d e reading 
might confuse her and she would 
flunk her test. 
The real problem here is not 
intellectual bigotry but phy sical 
and 
mental laziness. 
The 
in­ 
structor, hav ing worked out the 
questions and the 
a n s w e r s 
(sometimes it is done by a com­ 
mittee), does not want to 
be 
challenged by nov elty , 
by 
the 
student who thinks things out for 
himself, who 
reaches 
another 
conclusion. Perhaps the instruc­ 
tor is not intelligent enough to 
capture a new idea or a 
new 
method. 
For one of the greatest faults 
of our educational sy stem, par­ 
ticularly in the best colleges and 
univ ersities, is that the v ery top 
men usually dev ote themselv es 
to research, or to money -making 
as ex perts, or to writing and re­ 
writing tex t*books. If they teach 
at all, it is to graduate students 
who do not really need such 
mighty men. 
The great minds should teach 
freshmen, so that these boy s and 
girls 
get 
an 
inspiring start. 
Often freshmen are taught by 
teachers who are intellectually 
not y et dry behind the ears, who 
are either working for a Ph.D. or 


hav e just receiv ed one, who are 
frightened to death that 
some­ 
thing might go wrong and that 
they will not get tenure which is 
so important to them. 
Who suffers? T h e student is 
Is d i s c ou r a g e d , 
disheart­ 
ened, robbed. If a student comes 
f r om an ex cellent secondary 
school, the freshman y ear seems 
such a Waite, for ev ery thing is 
repetitious 
and not 
as 
w e l l 
taught. Of course, the y oung in­ 
structor ban to start somewhere 
and to college administrators, it 
is probably 
regarded 
as sound 
for him to start at the bottom. 
But the bottom is where the 
student should be most inspired 
to mov e forward, should learn 
work methods, and should learn 
how to think. To think well, it is 
necessary to debate, to argue, to 
fall on one’s face intellectually . 
It is necessary to discov er that 
wisdom 
r e q u i r e s enormous 
knowledge to support its conclu­ 
sions. A freshman does not get 
it from another kid who is called 
an instructor.

Profit Increases 
Over '5 8 Said Little 
Short of Sensational

NEW YORK (AP) - With the 
steel strike hogging the headlines, 
one v ery 
cheerful note in the 
economy has slipped bv almost 
unnoted. 
That up-and-down Industry-tex- 
tiles—has been hav ing one of its 
up years. 
Profit increases ov er 19 58 are 
little short of sensational. Unlike 
many other industries, its gain 
held 
a t . the 
same 
rate 
right 
through the third quarter. 
All of 30 companies in v arious 
sectors 
of 
the 
textile 
industry 
show increases ov er a year ago. 
Combined, 
the 
earnings of the 
companies reporting for the first 
nine months so far total 9 0 mil­ 
lion dollars, a whopping 127.5 per 
cent ov er the 43Vi 
million the 
same firms racked up in the first 
three quarters of 19 58, when three 
of them were operating at a loss 
and 
many 
others 
were 
v isibly 
limping. 
And, unlike many other indus­ 
tries, the prospects for the final 
months of this year are bright. 
Most textile m akers and finishers 
say the steel strike has had little 
effect on sales, ev en in the mill 
towns. Retail sales of textile prod­ 
ucts 
hav e 
generally 
continued 
liv ely. 
The gain in sales this year has 
been a prime reason why the tex­ 
tile industry is making such a 
good showing. But there are oth­ 
ers. 
Fabric prices hav e stiffened this 
year, while the cost of raw ma­ 
terials, especially cotton, has been 
less. 
And more of the sales gain has 
been 
carried ov er into profits. 
This is because the industry has 
freed itself of the inv entory sur­ 
plus that plagued it a year ago, 
and because there has been little 
tendency to ov erproduce this year 
—an ailment to which the mills 
are prone whenev er sales in one 
line or another perk up. 
And the textile mills ara now 
benefitting from the new equip­ 
ment 
installed 
in 
recent years 
which makes for cheaper produc­ 
tion. Also there has been a lessen­ 
ing of competition as some m ar­ 
ginal mills folded during the lean 
period. 
Like 
ev eryone 
else, 
howev er, 
the producers still hav e problems. 
Most 
talked-about troubles 
at 
the moment a rt the imports of 
foreign textiles. Japanese cotton 
fabrics are deplored by the do­ 
mestic mills because they usual­ 
ly carry lower price tags, reflect­ 
ing lower wage scales in Japan.

Sets Rules 


The science and 
mathematics 
teachers along with the adminis- 
t r a t o r s of the Circleville City 
School System unanimously agreed 
recently to sponsor a local Science 
Fair to be held on Mar. ll, 1960. . 
Scientific or mathematics pro­ 
jects of any student in the Cir­ 
cleville city schools will be plac­ 
ed on exhibit. Projects will be 
judged and awards given. 
The Fair will be open to the pub­ 
lic, The local Kiwanis Club is as­ 
sisting with the Fair and awards. 
The following rules have been 
set up for the 1960 Science Fair: 
* * • 


1. THE FAIR is open to all stu- 
ents in the Circleville City School 
System regardless of grade level 
or course of study. 
2. Student projects from grades 
I through 6 will be entered in the 
Elem entary Science Division; stu­ 
dent projects f r o m grades 7 and 
8 will be in the Junior Division; 
and students in grades 9 through 
12 will be in the Senior Division. 
3. Any field of science, arithm e­ 
tic, or m athem atics may be used 
as a project topic. 
Related sub­ 
jects of science, such as health, 
agriculture, conservation, automo­ 
tives, and home economics provide 
good topics for scientific projects. 
4. No group projects will be 
accepted f o r judging, although 
they are invited and will be dis­ 
played. 
5. A student may enter not more 
than two projects. When two pro­ 
jects are entered, they 
must be 
unrelated to one another as to sub­ 
ject. 
6. All projects maist have the ap­ 
proval of a teacher in the Circle­ 
ville school system in order to be 
exhibited. 
• * • 


7. INDIVIDUAL exhibits should 
stay as close to three running feet 
as possible. Depth of the exhibit 
should be limited to 30 inches. Ex­ 
ceptional cases must be reported 
to the Physical Lay-out Committee 
prior to the Fair. 
8. Each exhibitor w i l l be re­ 
quired to subm it a registration 
card a week in advance of the Fair 
in order for space assignments to 
be made. 
9. The nam es of the exhibitor’s 
teacher and building are to be 
omitted from publicity in order 
that all awards will be to the in­ 
dividual exhibitor. 
IO. AH exhibitors will be re­ 
quired to explain their project to 
the judges and to visitors of the 
Fair. 
11. Judging will be done by rep­ 
resentatives from industry, busi­ 
ness and teachers outside the Cir­ 
cleville city schools. They will rate 
all projects as superior, excellent, 
good or satisfactory. 
12. Each exhibitor will receive a 
certificate of award. Top winners 
in each of the three divisions will 
receive prizes.

School officials of the Teays Val­ 
ley School District today answer­ 
ed questions concerning the pro­ 
posed $1,900,000 bond issue.

high school building and without a 
clear-cut expression from the peo­ 
ple, it should not be cheapened. 
Secondly, costs are rising on ev­ 
ery side, and from present indica­ 
tions, the sooner the building is 
started, the less it will cost,

If the issue is defeated, every 
effort will be made to make the 
present buildings suffice. But if 
defeat is incurred, it will mean 
costly, unsatisfactory and ineffi­ 
cient operation of the schools. 
It will involve extrem e o v t r - 
crowding, limited curricula, pos­ 
sible d o u b l e sessions and cross- 
transportation. It will mean m ake­ 
shift schools until a bond issue is 
approved. 
Although high taxes will result 
from passage of the bond issue, 
there is no other present means 
of providing school revenue in the 
Teays Valley District nor is there 
any immediate prospect of relief.

EVERYONE concerned deplores 
increased taxes to provide ade 
quote educational facilities and all 
feel that real and personal prop­ 
erty are bearing too great a bur­ 
den of taxes. 
But the school board feels that 
it ia some comfort to know, that 
even with the contem plated rise 
in millage, taxes in Teays Valley 
still will be under the state aver­ 
age for rural districts.

The speech and hearing rooms 
also will be used as a testing 
room by guidance counsellors, 
who provide students with vital 
advice as to their capabilities 
and possible choices they should 
make in life. 
A one-floor building plan was 
adopted because there is l i t t l e 
difference in the cost or mainten­ 
ance of one or two-story buildings. 
There also is the trend to the one- 
story plan that must be considered 
because it is much more advant­ 
ageous educational-wise. 
To reduce the cost of the build­ 
ing, which is based on cubic feet, 
size of building must be reduced. 
To reduce rooms would curtail the 
accommodations 
of the 
student 
population, which is anticipated to 
increase tremendously in the next 
five years. 


THE ATHLETIC program would 
probably be the first program to 
suffer in case the school board 
runs short of funds due to increas­ 
ing prices. 
Present plans call for an athletic 
stadium and field, which includes 
the entire athletic program of foot­ 
ball, track, baseball, softball and 
tennis. 
The building is located on the 
southwest corner of the intersec­ 
tion of Route 752 and the Circle­ 
ville - Lockbourne Eastern Road. 
It was placed there because of 
easy and convenient access to 
water, sewer and gas. It is geo­ 
graphically located in the center 
of the district and the perfect 
center of population for Teays 
Valley. 
There will be no swimming pool 
in the building. The building has 
been planned as economically as 
possible with every space utilized 
and s t i l l will meet the require­ 
ments of a modern-day high school 
building. 
The Teays Valley Board of Edu­ 
cation has performed its duty by 
placing the issue on the ballot. It 
is not up to the voters of Teays 
Valley to render the final decision 
and offers them a chance to im ­ 
prove their schools.

“The only sin today, in aca­ 
demic circles, is having a par­ 
tially closed mind. Yet disagree 
with a professor over some mi­ 
nor point of his pet theory, and 
you end up with an ‘F’. This is 
also confusing. What did you go 
to college for? To learn some­ 
thing, or to learn how to think? 
Ask any honest looking student 
of today and he will answer that 
his only interest in s c h o o l is 
passing the next test, no matter 
how much of a hypocrite he has 
to be to do so. Tough life, isn’t 
it?”. 
This complaint I hear on all 
sides. An “A” student got a “ D” 
on a test because she did not ac­ 
cept her instructor’s point of 
view on a 
m atter concerning 
which her father is a well-known 
expert. The instructor is not and 
could not be expert, but the in­ 
structor had the job and could 
do the marking. In my opinion, 
that instructor was a fool. 
I was talking to a young lady 
who was saying things that she 
did not believe to be true. I 
asked her why. 
She replied that she did not 
dare get mixed up because if she 
did not parrot her professor she 
would get a bad m ark. I sug­ 
gested 
s o m e 
well-established 
reading to another student; she 
replied that o u t s i d e reading 
might confuse ber and she would 
flunk her test. 
The real problem here is not 
intellectual bigotry but physical 
and 
mental laziness. 
The 
in­ 
structor, having worked out the 
questions and the a n s w e r s 
(.sometimes it is done by a com­ 
m ittee), does not want to 
be 
challenged by novelty, 
by the 
student who thinks things out for 
himself, who 
reaches 
another 
conclusion. Perhaps the instruc­ 
tor is not intelligent enough to 
capture a new idea or a 
new 
method. 
For one of the greatest faults 
of our educational system, par­ 
ticularly in the best colleges and 
universities, is that the very top 
men usually devote themselves 
to research, or to money-making 
as experts, or to writing and re­ 
writing textbooks. If they teach 
at all, it is to graduate students 
who do not really need such 
mighty men. 
The great minds should teach 
freshmen, so that these boys and 
girls 
get 
an 
inspiring start. 
Often freshmen are taught 
by 
teachers who are intellectually 
not yet dry behind the ears, who 
Are either working for a Ph.D. or 


have just received one, who are 
frightened to death that 
some­ 
thing might go wrong and that 
they will not get tenure which is 
so important to them. 
Who suffers? T h e student is 
is d i s c o u r a g e d , 
disheart­ 
ened, robbed. If a student comes 
f r o m an excellent secondary 
school, the freshman year seems 
such a waste, for everything is 
repetitious 
and not 
as 
w e l l 
taught. Of course, the young in­ 
structor ha-s to start somewhere 
and to college administrators, it 
is probably 
regarded as sound 
for him to start at the bottom. 
But the bottom is where the 
student should be most inspired 
to move forward, should learn 
work methods, and should learn 
how to think. To think well, it is 
necessary to debate, to argue, to 
fall on one’s face intellectually. 
It is necessary to discover that 
wisdom r e q u i r e s enormous 
knowledge to support its conclu­ 
sions. A freshman does not get 
it from another kid who is called 
an instructor.

In some ways it appears to mod­ 
ify the central perception of pain. 
It differs from morphine, however, 
in that it does not interfere with 
the body’s natural defense mech­ 
anisms. 
The drug has been used for treat­ 
ment of cerebral palsy. Of course, 
it is available only through a doc­ 
tor’s prescription and should be 
used only under his guidance.

Given in pill form, griseofulvin 
has shown such dram atic results 
that Johnson & Johnson’s labora­ 
tories has gone into m ass produc­ 
tion to satisfy the dem and. The 
drug is available only by prescrip­ 
tion.

throughout the day. Rates in these 
lots are five cents for two hours, 
IO cents for five hours and 25 cents 
for IO hours. 
The two close-in lots are meter­ 
ed to encourage a more rapid 
turnover of shoppers and other 
visitors to the business district. 
They can hold 148 cars and are 
metered at five cents for an hour, 
IO cents for two hours and 25 cents 
for five hours. 
In addition, one 36-car section 
of a close-in lot has a one-hour 
parking limit. 
Ashland Mayor Don T. Hostet­ 
t e r explains that the lots are 
placed and metered so that the 
“ prime parking area” will have 
I a rapid turnover and can be used 
by a maximum number of shop­ 
pers, while at the same time pro­ 
viding adequate parking for down­ 
town workers. 
The city government is now in 
the process of developing a series 
of street extensions that will com­ 
plete a parking route that will 
completely circle the business dis­ 
trict and pass by the entrances 
and exits of each of the off-street 
lots.

gram in Ashland began in 1951 
when its Chamber of Commerce 
began a program of encouraging 
off-street parking. In 1955 two lots 
were leased and marked off for 
free parking. 
But the supply of parking spac­ 
es was far below the demand and 
in the spring of 1956 Ashland m er­ 
chants and businessmen partici­ 
pated in a local survey asking if 
the public would be willing to pay 
a small amount for parking if 
about 50 per cent more off-street 
parking would be provided. More 
than 89 per cent said they w'ould. 
In January 1957 City Council ap­ 
proved a recommendation of the 
Chamber of’Commerce that an en­ 
gineering firm be hired to con­ 
duct a professional off-street park­ 
ing survey of Ashland. The firm 
conducted 
surveys in 
February 
and June 1957 and presented its 
recommendations in the fall of 
1957. 
The local real estate board as­ 
sisted in this survey by making 
committee property appraisals. It 
also handled the actual options 
for the city after the necessary 
ordinances were passed. 
Late in 1958 the mortgage reve­ 
nue bonds were sold and construc­ 


tion began In April 1959. The lots 
were dedicated Oct. 8. 
Ashland merchants report a fa­ 
vorable public response to the new 
lots after an initial flurry of con­ 
cern over the additional meters. 
Traffic reportedly is moving more 
smoothly through the downtown 
area and the business climate is 
improving. Most important there 
is now space 
available in the 
“prime” location areas. 
The city government and the 


merchants are taking further step* 
to make parking more convenient 
for visitors. Parking meter viola­ 
tion tickets are in the form of en­ 
velopes in which the fine—25 cents 
—is sealed and then dropped in 
one of many collection boxes spot­ 
ted around the parking areas. The 
local Retail Merchants Council has 
purchased change - making m a­ 
chines which have been installed 
in weather-proof boxes in each of 
the lots.

Profit Increases 
Over '58 Said Little 
Short of Sensational

NEW YORK (AP) — With the 
steel strike hogging the headlines, 
one very 
cheerful 
note 
in 
the 
economy has slipped by alm ost 
unnoted. 
That up-and-down in d u stry -tex - 
tiles—has been having one of its 
up years. 
Profit increases over 1958 are 
little short of sensational. Unlike 
m any other industries, its gain 
held 
at

through the third quarter. 
All of 30 com panies in various 
sectors 
of 
the 
textile 
industry 
show increases over a year ago. 
Combined, 
the 
earnings 
of 
the 
com panies reporting for the first 
nine months so far total 90 m il­ 
lion dollars, a whopping 127.5 per 
cent over 
the

million the 
sam e firm s racked up in the first 
three quarters of 1958, when three 
of them were operating at a loss 
and 
m any 
others 
were 
visibly 
lim ping. 
And, unlike m any other indus­ 
tries, the prospects for the final 
m onths of this year are bright. 
Most textile m akers and finishers 
say the steel strike has had little 
effect on sales, even in the mill 
towns. Retail sales of textile prod­ 
ucts 
have 
generally 
continued 
lively. 
The gain in sales this year has 
been a prim e reason why the tex­ 
tile industry is m aking such a 
good showing. But there are oth­ 
ers. 
Fabric prices have stiffened this 
year, while the cost of raw m a­ 
terials, especially cotton, has been 
less. 
And m ore of the sales gain has 
been 
carried 
over 
into 
profits. 
This is because the industry has 
freed itself of the inventory sur­ 
plus th at plagued it a year ago, 
and because there has been little 
tendency to overproduce this year 
—an ailm ent to which the mills 
are prone whenever sales in one 
line or another perk up. 
And the textile mills are now 
benefitting from the new equip­ 
m ent 
installed 
in

which m akes for cheaper produc­ 
tion. Also there has been a lessen­ 
ing of com petition as some m a r­ 
ginal mills folded during the lean 
period.

the producers still have problem s.

the m om ent are the im ports of 
foreign textiles. Japanese cotton 
fabrics are deplored by the do­ 
m estic mills because they usual­ 
ly carry lower price tags, reflect­ 
ing lower wage scales in Japan.

He addressed a conference on 
aging, sponsored by the American 
Medical Assn. and state medical 
aocieties of Ohio, Michigan, Indi­ 
ana, Kentucky and Pennsylvania. 
Said Dr. Klumpp: 
“ We no longer tend furnace or 
carry out the ashes. We drive a 
block for a newspaper, instead of 
Walking. 
“ Yet we are more tired than 
our fathers or their fathers used 
to 
be when they ran, 
walked, 
chopped wood, shoveled snow, dug 
ditches, pitched hay and did all 
the physical chorei so abhorrent 
to the mid-century.” 
When a person is immobilized 
in bed, he pointed out, muscular 
and circulatory deterioration oc­ 
curs in a short period of time. 
This immobilization and its ef­ 
fects, he said, “ differ only in de­ 
gree from the immobilization re ­ 
sulting from our so-calld labor- 
saving devices and present-day at­ 
titudes toward physical activity.”

Turnpike tolls of approximately 
ll* cents a mile are equivalent to 
a nearly 20 cents a-gallon gasoline 
tax, on the basis of an average 
15 miles to Die gallon, Allyn said. 
Tolls entitle a motorist to “ som e­ 
thing more than dangerous long 
delays, poor service and exorbi- J 
tant fees when they have a break­ 
down,” Allyn said, adding:
